coming into force on the 10th instant, the 
effect of which is to set free from restric.

It has not been practicable to preserve 
the ten-mile limit at all points, but the 
intention has been adhered to as closely 
as the necessity for well-marked boun.- 
daries permits. e new area is de- 
scribed as followg (the roads forming part 
of the boundary being regarded as within 
the area) :— 

Commencing at the point in the Townland 
of Tinnaberna where the road meets the sea- 
coast, thence northwards and westwards by 
that road, via Killincooly, to the point where 
it meets the road running from Blackwater to 
Kilmuckridge, thenes ~ northwards by the 
latter road to Kilmuckridge, thence north. 
westwards by the road passing by Island 
House. Ballyhebbock, and — Ballynahawn 
Bridge to the cross roads at Kilnamanagh 
School, thence westwards and southwards & 
the road via Ruheenduff Cross Roads and 
Ballincash to the point near Oulartwick where 
it meets the road running from Oulari to 
Corbaily, thence westwards by the latter 
road to Corbally, thence southwards by the 
road via Cooladine Cross Roads to Mve Cross 
Roads, thence westward by the road passing 
Darby's Gap and Ballybanoge, to the point 
where it meets the road leading from Browns- 
wood to Craanroe Bridge, thence northward 
along the latter read to the point where it 
meets the road Jea lug south-westwards to the 
main road from Wexford to Enniscorthy, 
thence by the latter road south-westwards 
and northwards to the point néar Black Castle 
where it emerges on the main road from 
Wextford to Enniscorthy at the River Slaney, 
thence in a direct line from the latter point 
across the River Slaney to the mouth of the 
Boro River, thence. by the Boro River to

road via Ballymitty Cross Roads, Doyle's 
Cross Roads, Tullycanna, and Ambrosetown, 
to Duncormick School, thence westwards 
through Duncormick Village by the road to 
Rath Cross Roads, thenve southwards by the 
road from Rath Cross Roads, via Lacken, to 
the sea, and thence eastwards and northwards 
along he sea coast to the point of com 
mencement. 

FORAGE AND LITTER. 

While thus reducing the area into, out 
of, or within, which the movement of 
cattle, sheep and swine is prohibited or 
regulated, the Department have con- 
sidered it necessary to adopt special pre- 
cautions with regard to the movement of 
forage and litter out of the new area. 
Accordingly, they have issued a further 
new Order, entitled ‘‘ Foot and Mouth 
Disease (Movement of Hay and Straw) 
Order of 1928, the effect of which is to 
prohibit. the movement out.e@f the arca 
without special licence “of any hay or 
straw, except manufactured straw. 

Neither Order, of course, interferes with 
the movement of animals or of hay or 
straw through the scheduled district by 
railway without being untrucked. 

If, when these Orders:have been in force 
for ten days, the position remains un- 
changed, it is intended to contract the 
area of restrictions to the limits of the 
Prchibited Area, extending approximately 
five miles from the infected places. 


BRITISH LANDING PLACES. 

The Department were officially informed 
vesterday by the British authorities that 
the landing places at Heysham, Fleetwood 
and Preston will cease to be part of an 
Infected Area from Monday, the 9th 
instant. Animals landed from Ireland at 
these places may, accordingly, from that 
dat: be moved on licence in the ordinary 
course.

AGRICULTURAL CREDIT. 


DISSATISFIED FARMERS IN 
WEXFORD. 


Several hundred farmers from all parts of 
County Wexford, particularly from the area 
where farming has been hard hit by the 
restrictions imposed owing to the foot-and- 
mouth disease outbreaks, assembled at Wex- 
ford Town Hall on Wednesday evening, to 
hear explanations of the provisions of the 
Agricultural Credit Act. Mr. J. Colbert, 
Chairman of the Agricultural Credit Corpora- 
tion, and Mr. E. A. MacCreanor, of the Irish 
Agricultural Organisation Society, were in 
attendance; also Messrs. M. J. Jordan, T.D. ; 
O. Grattan Esmonde, T.D.; Allen, T.D.; Dr. 
J. Ryan, and Alderman R. Corish, T.D., 
Mayor of Wexford. The Mayor was moved to 
the chdir. 

THE WORKING OF THE ACT. 

Mr. Colbert explained that the Agricultural 
Credit Corporation could only lend money 
within the four corners of the Act and the 
Articles of Association. They had no power 
to extend that authority, and, if they lent 
money, they had got to see a fairly definite 
prospect—he might say a certain prospect— 
of it being repaid over the period for which 
it was advanced, It certainly would be an 
advantage to be able to borrow money from 
the Corporation if the borrower could put up 
sufficient security for a period of years that 
would be longer than would be ordinarily 
available under the facilities offered by joint 
stock banks. But if people had any idea that 
there was money to be obtained free or lent 
at an uneconomic rate of interest, the sooner 
they got rid of it the better. His visit to 
Wexford, on the invitation of the deputies for 
the county, was with the object of ascertain- 
ing what were the local conditions and 
problems and the credit requirements of the 
farmers in the restricted area. From what 
he had learned he thought that it. would be 
an extremely difficult way of tackling the 
problems, for the Corporation to hold them- 
selves out to receive individual applications. 
They did hold themselves out to receive 
applications from individuals for loans of £50 
and upwards, but in order to meet the 
problem in the restricted area in Wexford 
he did not think that that method would be 
feasible. It would cause a lot of delay; it 
would be troublesome, and perhaps in many 
cases applications would be made for loans 
which would be of a nature that could not be 


entertained. i 
The only way of attacking the problen 
successfully from the Wexford farmers’ poipt 
of view would be for. them to organise into 
a guarantee or co-operative credit society, or, 
if necessary, a number of societies, for the 
whole area. It would then be the 
responsibility of the farmers in every 
area to see’ that whatever scheme was 
put into effect was administered in a 
sound manner. When a society or number 
of societies was formed any spore 
d con-

PROCEDURE EXPLAINED. 

Mr. MacCreanor (I.A.0.8.) outlined the 
steps for the formation of the ted credit 
societies. Each society could elect eight repre- 
sentative men from its area. When the society 
was got into working order the purposes for 
which a loan was required could be arranged, 
and his Society would help them when ap- 
proaching the Corporation, It would be 
simply useless fo approach the Corporation 
unless everything was watertight. The Cor- 
poration would not. advance moncy on the 
name of an individual. As to the respon- 
sibility of members of the committee of a 
society, he stated that they would have only 
the same responsibility as the ordinary 
member of the society. 


DISSATISFIED WITH THE ACT. 

Mr, James Murphy, Ballyhile, who declared 
that the Act was not worth the paper that it 
was written on, asked was it possible that 
their elected representatives passed a bill 
which in effect meant that the land of the 
armers was not sufficient security for loans. 

Another farmer, who left his seat, cried out, 
“Trick of the loop's game,” and a third, 
commenting on the explanations, declared that 
it would be as well if the speakers never came 
to Wexford. 

The Chairman, intervening, said that the 
deputies for the county did their best to get 
the best possible terms, and he, for one, did 
not come there to be insulted, 

“Get to hell out of this,” cried- someone 
from the end of the meeting place. 

“Perhaps, you are nearer to hell than I 
am,” retorted the Chairman, who appealed for 
a calm discussion of the question. 

Mr. M. Doyle, T.D., stated that he did not 
regard the proposals of the speakers for the 
formation of credit societies as feasible. The 
work of such societies would be a whole-time 
task, and it would be several months before 
they could be got functioning. If the cor- 
poration were to be a success, individual ap- 
plications for loans sh-»ld be considered, He 
was in the Dai] when i . bill was passed, and, 
he regretted to say, that at that time he 
thought that the terms would be more favour- 
able, and he never believed that the rate of 
interest would be as high as 6 per cent. 

INDIVIDUAL APPLICATIONS. 

Mr. Colbert, intervening, said that he 
wanted to make clear that the Corporation 
would deal with individual applications, and 
the suggestion to form a credit sociéty was 
made because it would result in the more ex- 
peditious working of the Act. 

Dr. Ryan, T.D.; Mr. Jordan, T.D., and 
the Chairman appealed to farmers to avail 
themselves of the machinery under the Act, 

Finally representatives from each parish 
in the restricted area were selected to further 
discuss the matter. 


IMPORTED MEATS. 
SUGGESTED PROHIBITION. 


Speaking at the annual meeting of the Wex- 
ford Meat Factory, in reference to the foot- 
and-mouth disease outbreaks in the coitntv, 
Colonel C. M. Gibbon, vice-president, said 
that the directors believed that there was a 
grave danger of the disease being imported 
through meat and meat products brought into 
the country. They noted with considerable 
anxiety a large increase of imported Con- 
tinental meat into Wexford during late 
months. 

Alluding to the reply of the Minister for 
Agriculture to a question by Dr. Ryan in the 
Dail on the matter. Colonel Gibbin said that 
it was satisfactory, but what was wanted was 
a tcXa! prohibition. 

Mr, EF. P. Foley said that it was regrettable 
to see large quantities of Continental bacon 
sold in Wexford and brought to farmers’ 
homes. What made matters more serious was 
that farmers were purchasing Continental 
bacon which was not branded, and was being 
sold as the Irish-made article. "Y 


WEXFORD MEAT 
FACTORY. 


INCREASED BUSINESS. 

At the annual meeting of the Wexford Meat 
Supply and Bacon Factory, Limited, the 
report of the auditors, Messrs. Purtill and 
Company, on the year’s trading show a profit 
of £1,802 1s. 5d., as compared with a loss 
of £1,544 10s. 7d. for the previous year. More 
pigs were killed during the period, but the 
selling price of bacon aid approximately 
15 per cent., which accounted for a decrease 
of £13,557 in the turnover. 

The directors report stated that the actual 
output from the factory was considerably 
greater than in 1926. The number of pigs 
slaughtered was increased by almost 5,000, 
the killings being the largest since the estab- 
lishment of the facory. The output of the 
factory's meat products showed a very satis- 
factory expansion throughout Ireland and 
Great Britain. The trade in cattle and beef 
was disappointing, and, with a few excep- 
tions, the quality and finish of the stock were 
not up to the standard required for the 
export trade; but it was admitted that prices 
in 1927 were not such as to encourage feeders. 
A considerable trade for mutton and lamb was 
developed by the Society, and that the prices 
were satisfactory was proved by the fact that 
the killings were more than double the 
numbers in 1926. Increased quantities of 
fresh pork were exported, and were keenly 
sought after by the London trade. 

Moving the adoption of the reports, the 
President (Mr. M. L. Rowe) said that he was 
safe in saying that never since the post-war 
‘*slump ” set in had the Society been in a 
stronger position, and with anything like 
normal conditions progress should be steady, 
if not rapid. 

Colonel C. M. Gibbon, M.C. C., Vice-Presi- 
dent ,seconded the motion for the adoption of 
the reports, which was unanimously adopted. 


THE FREE STATE EGG 
TRADE. 


BIG INCREASE IN EXPORTS. 

The growing importance of the Irish Free 
State egg trade is indicated in a striking 
manner in this week s ' Agricultura] Market 
Report,” issued by the British Ministry of 
Agriculture and Fisheries. Dealing with the 
imports of eggs in shell, it is shown that, 
while imports have been steadily advanciny, 
the present rate of import from countries 
other than the Irish Free State is little above 
pre-war level, and is decidedly smaller than 
in 1913. The total Imports of eggs 12 


shell afte given as follows :— 
Millions. 


1927 (provisional) 2,922 

It will be observed that arrivals have risen 
since 1924 by nearly 490 millions, or 20 per 
cent., the increase last year having been 

articularly noticeable. Moreover, the 
ms imports are still being maintained, 
432 million having arrived in the first two 
months of the current year, against 347 
million in January and February, 1927, and 
337 million in the corresponding period cf 
1926. There is a small export trade in home- 
produced eggs, amounting to some 6 to 8 
million annually, and a rather larger re- 
export trade—viz., 55 miilion in 1924 and 22 
million in 1925, although in 1926 the total 
re-exports were little over 6 million. In 
both cases, however, the figures are quite 
insignificant when compared with the large 
numbers of eggs imported. 

As regards sources of supply the Irish Free 
State is the only Empire country to send 
substantial quantities, and her contribution 
averages slightly over one-fifth of the total 
from aljl sources—a proportion exceeded only 
by Denmark. In 1924 some 562 million eggs 
arrived from the Irish Free State, and while 
there was a slight falling away to 53] million 
two years later. in 1927 the total rose sharply 
to over 600 million. On the average of the 
three years ended 1926 British Empire 
countries supplied nearly 25 per cent. of the 
total imports into Great Britain and Northern 


Ireland. 


LIMERICK HOUSING SCHEME. 


A sub-committee of the Limerick Corpora- 
tion decided on Thursday to allocate to the 
Utility Commercial Association the surplus 
remaining over after the completion of the 
Corporation housing scheme. 

It is stated that the Utility Association 
contemplate building eight houses, and their 
spplieation is for a loan of £100 for each 


house.

things mechanical would be of great benefit 
to the country, and this was apparently fully 
realised by the Department, which had 
sanctioned these classes. They all felt it a 
very high honcur to bé members of the first 
class of instructors in motor engineering 
instituted by the Department. 

Mr. Horgan, of Queenstown, supporting 
the toast, said that it was the duty of the 
Department to provide a cheap, sound educa- 
tion, and, so far as their experience showed, 
the Department was sparing no effort 10 
achieve this matter. 

Mr, Heller, of the Department of Educa- 
tion, responding, said that the Departmeiit 
was very proud of the intelligence that had 
been displayed by the students who sat for 
the examinations, and the six months’ severe 
trial of the students had shown that the 
Department had not been mistaken in the 
selection that they had made. They now 
could look on this pioneer course of education 
on which they had entered with some fear 
and trembling, as a very pronounced success. 
He, for one, at any rate, was completely 
satisfied with everything that had happened 
during the course. (Applause.) 

VALUABLE RESULTS EXPECTED, 

Mr. O'Sullivan, of the Department of 
Education, said that he hoped to see very 
valuable results for the country from the 
couse that had just ended.

Speaking in Irish, and su vent 
lish Mr. Burke said that they ould ó 
only giving back what was taken from the 
city when rish was the only language spoken 
there. 

The Chairman (Mr. Martin McDonogh, 
T.D.)—They spoke in Latin. Irish was never 
the only language. 

Mr. Burke—By adopting Gaillimh you will 
have students of Irish coming to Galway from 
all parts studying the Irish language, and 
University College wili become a great centre 
of Gaelic culture. I submit that, if we are 
in earnest regarding the fostering of the Irish 
language, if we are in earnest regarding its 
revival, we should have no hesitation .n 
making the change which I have proposed. 

Speaking in Irish, Mr. James Lee seconded 
the motion. He said that it was a matter 
of great importance for Galway to restore 
its original Irish name. 

WHAT WAS THE OLD NAME? 

The Chairman—What was the old Irish 
name ? 

Mr. Lee—Gaillimh. 

The Chairman—That was the name of the 
river. 

Mr. Lee—There is a divergence of opinion 
as to that, but a good many people say 
Gaillimh is the right name. 

The Chairman said that he did not know 
what good the change was going to do, and 
he did not see the necessity for it. If it 
was a thing that was necessary to do, they 
had a Government that would make the 
change legally. He did not think that they 
ought to make the change. 

Mr. Martin Redington argued that the 
motion was out of order, as Gaillimh was 
not the original Irish name of Galway. The 
old name, he declared, was Ballinashruane.

DESERTED MINE SEARCHED

TRALEE, Thursday. 

The fifth annual bull show and sale, held 
under the auspices of the Kerry County 
branch of the Imsh Dairy Shorthorn Breeders’ 
Society,. to-day, was larger than that of last 
year by 24 entries, the total number of 
animals catalogued being 97. In point of 
quality most of the bulls forward showed an 
advance, some of the best being equal in 
merit to any seen at Ballsbridge—level, low: 
set bulls, with nicely arched ribs and 
milking records in their pedigrees. is 
result is largely due to the development of 
cow-testing in Co. Kerry. There ate now 
about 2.000 cows under test, and six new 
associations have already been formed this 
year. Milk yields have steadily advanced, 
some associations showing an average increase 
of 100 gallons per cow over the figures of 
three years ago. There are some associations 
of 600 cows, which have been increased from 
400 to 550 gallons during the past three 
years, and there are some individual farmers 
who have raised their yields by over 200 
gallons during the past five years. 

Mr. R. Lynch ard Mr. P. Duffy, Live- 
Stock Inspectors of the Department of Agri- 
culture, attended, and awarded nine pre- 
miums, while the prizes were awarded by 
Messts. W. O'Callaghan and R. Ludgate, 
Lombardstown. 

Mr. James Piggott, Hon. Secretary, and 
Mr. John Dillon, Hon. Treasurer, had charge 
of the arrangements, which were well carried 
out with the assistance of members of the 
Committee. Mr. Florence Harty was the 
auctioneer. 

A feature of the display was the series of 
successes attained by the Earl of Kenmare. 
With his fourteen-month-old roan, Kenmare 
Master 2nd, he won the gold medal cham- 
pcos for the best dairy shorthorn bull in 
he show and also the Ballinclemsig Co- 
operative Society's Silver Cup. This bull was 
sold íor 47 guineas. Reserve for these dis- 
tinctions went to the same exhibitor for his 
thirteen-munth-old red, Kenmare Fidgety 
Boy 5th, subsequently bought by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture for 56 guineas, the top 
price of the day. 

There was a large attendance at the sale, 
but, outside the premium bulls, ye ruled 
low, and quite a number of nseful crossin 
bulls were passed through the ring unsol 
for want of sufficient bidding. The seven 
remium bulls sold made an average of £41 
s.; others ranged from 14) to guineas.

Lord 
(raigavon’s statement in that respect has 
given general satisfaction, as it is regarded 
as a sign that this world-famous ship- 
building yard will soon be in full working 
order once more.

| The controversy regarding the adminis- 
tration of the Education Act has been 
causing a good deat cf anxiety in respon- 
sible circles recently, and charges and 
counter-charges have been made which do 
not tend to promote the smooth and 
successful working of the measure. Alder- 
man Duff, Chairman of the Belfast 
Education Committee, has borne the brunt 
eof many attacks from the clerical camp, 
and he has not hesitated to give as much 
as he received, with a little extra in the 
way of interest; but he is now holding out 
the olive branch in the hope that harmony 
may be restored. Speaking at Antriné last 
night, he said that, although the North 
milf be passing through hard times at 
present, he felt confident that, if the 
administrators of the Education Act acted 
wisely, the children would have the best 
possible facilities. 
In conciliatory mood, he went on to say 
that speeches had been made which might 
easily have been suppressed—and he in- 
cluded himself in the charge—but surely 
hearts were big enough and intellects broad 
and wise enough to bury all these indis- 
eretions in the limbo of the past. They 
could not, he said, afford to waste their 
energies in internecine warfare, and, in 
conclusion, the alderman asserted that it 
would be disastrous to the province if the 
only door open to its young people was the 
door of emicration. It is to be hoped that 
these friendly overtures will be accepted, 
and that the friction which has been so 
prominent of late will cease. Everyone 
desires the advancement of education, and 
it should not be beyond the wit of respon- 
sible men to devise methods of administra- 
tion agreeable to all sections of the com- 
munity.

EYE-WITNESSES’ 
EVIDENCE. 


JURY’S DETERMINED 
ATTITUDE. 


The inquest was held in the Catch-My-Pal 
“lub, Dunmurry, by Dr. Robert Reid, J.P., 
Deputy Coroner, and evidence of identification 
was given by the father ‘of the little child. 

Mr. Alfred Croley, who lives next door to 
the Fox family, said that he was watching 
the aeroplane when the engine apparently 
stopped, and he heard no noise. “It then 
circled, decreasing its altitude, and, in fact, 
circled round once or twice, and next pro- 
ceeded to the railway side of Dunmurry. It 
then left my sight, and my view was ob- 
structed by the houses and the co-operative 
building.” 

District-Inspector Fletcher—It must have 
been pretty low. 

Mr. Croley—It was. The plane then almost 
instantaneously re-appeared and crashed close 
to where I was standing. The plane crashed 
on my own house. Prior to that I saw the 
little gitl when I first went out to the back. 
She was then playing with other children at 
the back of my house. The last I saw of her 
was while the plane was in the air. She ran 
into her own house. She must have come 
out again, for I had no idea she was under 
the plane. I assisted to release the pilot 
with other people who came on the scene, and 
generally rendered assistance. I was also 
present when the girl was found. _ 

Replying to the Coroner, the witness said 
that he did not know the child was under the 
plane until she was discovered by someone 
else in the crowd. 

In reply to Wing-Commander Wright, the 
witness said that he did not see any black 
smoke coming from the engine. 

DOCTOR'S STORY. 

The District Inspector, with the Coroners 
permission, read a letter from another eye- 
witness, Dr. Colquhon, in which the writer 
said :—'' At 2.10 p.m. on the 5th inst. I went 
out to the back of my house, 5 Neuville 
terrace, to see an lane. which was circling 
in the air overhead.

It was heading towards Lisburn, and 
then looped the loop again. 

“ After this second loop I noticed a small 
puff of smoke issuing from the aeroplane, but 
I did not hear the engine. The plane began 
to descend, and curved round towards Dun- 
murry. Í did not hear the engine, and 
thought, the pilet was going to perform some 
other stunt. 

“I lost sight of the plane for a few 
seconds, as it was coming very low, and the 
roof of the house interfered with my line of 
vision. I stepped out from the back of the 
house to see where it was, and at that time 
it appeared and hit the back wall of a house, 
about eight yards from where I was standing. 

“I at once endeavoured to extricate the 
pilot from the plane. He was bleeding from 
the mouth and unconscious. My wife at once 
rang up the police and the Beifast ambulance. 
] did not know that a child had been hit, and 
her body was not discovered for about ten 
minutes, as if was hidden under the wreckage 
of the plane.” 

A juryman said that he could give evidence 
on the puff of smoke. 

Several other jurors said they could do 
likewise. 

The Coroner pointed out that, being jury- 
men, they could not also be witnesses, but 
that they could take their knowledge into 
consideration. 

LOOPING THE LOOP. 

Sergeant Hickson said that the aeroplano 
when about over Drumbeg looped the loop 
twice, after which it disappeared, and went 
to the railway side of Dunmurry flying low. 
There was no noise from the engine, and the 
propellors were revolving very slowly. It 
came back then from the railway, bearing 
slightly towards Lisburn, and then nose 
dived. He heard it crash. 

“ When I arrived on the scene I found that 
the "plane had collided with the back of Mr. 
Croley’s house. Dr. Colquhoun and Dr. Hun- 
ter, assisted by others, lifted the pilot from 
the wreck, and the medical men attended to 
him. After ten minutes there was a cry that 
there was a body underneath the wreckage, 
and then the child—e girl—was got out.”’ 


Squadron-Leader Bowen said that he would } 


like to clear up if there was any performing 
of evolutions over the town. He thought 
himself there was not. . : 

Sergeant Hickson replied that it was prac- 
tically over the town, 

Mr. Crolly left his seat and proceeded to 
ask Squadron-Leader Bowen what in his 
opinion constituted the town.

The Coroner asked several questions as to 
whether it would be possible to say the pre- 
cise place over which the aeroplane was 
tiving. 

Win Commander Wright explained the 
difficulty of obtaining such an opinion, and 
said that it very often would not be possible 
to estimate within a couple of miles. 

MEANING OF BLACK SMOKE. 

The Coroner asked what was the cause of 
the black smoke. ! 

Wing-Commander Wright, said that, it was 
a feature oí that type of engine. If one sud- 
denly put the engine on the carburettor did 
not function immediately, and there was a 
puff of black smoke, and the fact of seein 
that smoke snowed that the pilot had tri 
to get the engine on.

that was all the evidence he proposed to call. 

The Coroner said it was really a very 
terrible and sad case, and one in which. one 
found a little bit of confficting evidence as 
to the position of the aeroplane.

JUROR’S QUERY. 

Mr. Fullerton (a juror)—Are we not en- 
titled to have evidence of what the "plane 
was doing here; whether it is legal to have 
these stunts over a village? 

The Coroner—You should have that evi- 
dence. 

Mr. Beggs (another juror) said ‘there had 
been a good deal of flying over the village 
during the last few days. 

The Coroner said the jury could have in. 
formation from the officers present if they 
liked. What he was concerned about was 
the cause of death. 

District Inspector Fletcher said there 
would be a very full inquiry by the Air 
Ministry. 

Mr. Fullerton—Then it won't, do us any 
harm to stand adjourned until it takes place. 

Wing-Commander Wright said that és 
Commanding Officer he could assure the jury 
that a full inquiry would be held. It would 
not be right to give evidence at that inquest 
which might prejudice the inquiry to be held. 
A very thorough inquiry would take place by 
the proper authorities, and he could assure 
the sory that no one was more sorry than 
his officers and himself that the tragedy had 
taken place. It was a terrible thing, and 
everything would be done to get to the 
bottom of it 

The Coroner said they could not get. any 
further facts until the pilot was there. 

The foreman said the jury were anxious to 
hear the pilot, and they wished to adjourn. 

The Coroner—It will be at least two 
months. 

Dr. Hunter said it would be two months 
before the pilot could give evidence. He 
was suffering from concussion of the brain 
and compound fracture of the leg, and his 
life was in danger. 

The Coroner thought that their duty was 
to find the cause of death. He was as keen 
as the jury that a stop should be put to 
looping the loop over villages. 

‘‘ WE WANT TO STOP THIS THING.” 

The Foreman—That is the point. We want 
to stop this thing from happening again. 

Mr. Fullerton—I would. like to have some

The Coroner—If you like you can adjourn 
until the pilot is here. 

The Foreman—I think if we passed a reso- 
Intion to-day condemning this stunt business 
over the village it might meet the matter. 

The Coroner—Yes; the jury can do that. 
I think you could bring in a verdict that the 
child died an accidental death from the 
wounds as described by Dr. Hunter. I don’t 
see how you can get out of that, and you can 
add a rider as suggested. | 

Mr. Fullerton—The majority of us think 
that we should get the evidence that you say 
we are entitled to. 

The Coroner—You should get that evidence 
at the Air Ministry’s inquiry. 

Mr. Fullerton—We are entitled to it here, 

The Coroner—Our chief duty is to find the 
cause of death. I can assure you it will be 
fully threshed out somewhere else. 

The Foreman—Adjourn the inquest until 
the airman is able to give evidence. 

The Coroner—He might not be able to give 
evidence for a very long time. That is the 
trouble. If you added a rider it would be 
quite strong enough. 

Mr. Fullerton insisted that the majority of 
the jury were in favour of adjourning the 
inquest, They might have that sort of thing 
going on and ending in a big tragedy. They 
were sorry for the pilot, but the jury wished 
to act for the good of everybody. 

Wing-Commandér Wright; answering a 
juryman, said that the pilot had had twenty 
hours’ dual contre! flying and twelve hours’ 
solo flying. He was out on a solo practice 
flight at the time of the accident. 

“NOT A JOY RIDE.” 

The foreman wanted to know if the machine 

in question was out for a joy ride. 

jing-Commander Wright said it was not a 
joy ride. All flights were authorised, and no 
machine could leave the hangar without per- 
mission. 

A juror inquired if a pilot could go where 
he liked. 

Wing- Commander Wright said that the 
pilot could not go far away, and no stunting 
was to be done under 2,000 feet in any in- 
habited area. 

Another juror complained of the amount 
of flying in the Dunmurry district and said 
that for the last two or three weeks the 
inhabitants had been unnerved waiting for 
something like this to happen. 

Wing-Commander Wright said that was 
the first he had heard of it. He asked 
them to take the number of the machine 
and the time’ and date if they had any 
complaint, and drastic action would be taken. 
He promised that the whole matter would be 
the subject of full inquiry. 

The jury found a verdict of accidental 
death from injuries received, and added a 
rider condemning the carrying out of evolu- 
tions by aeroplanes over the villages. 

The Coroner, on behalf of the jury and 
himself, expressed deep sympathy with the 
relatives. 

Wing-Commandér Wright also expressed 
the sympathy of the Air Force. e said 
he had been there for the last three and a 
half years and nothing. of the kind had ever 
happened before. The accident was deeply 
regretted. 

THE INJURED AIRMAN. 

There is little change in the condition of 
the pilot, Flying-Officer Stewart Davison. 
Inquiries at the Royal Victoria Hospital 
yesterday afternoon showed that he was still 
in & semi-conscious condition. 

His mother, who has arrived from Scot- 
land, visited the hospital yesterday morning 
and was allowed to sit by his bedside for a 
short time. 

His Grace the -Governor of Northern 
Treland, on being informed of the accident, at 
once telegraphed the following message to 
Mr. and Mre. Fox :—‘“ You have my deepest 
sympathy in the terrible tragedy which you 
have sufiered to-day.—Abercorn, Governor.” 

His Grace also caused a mesrege to be sent 
to Wing-Commander Wright, commanding 
No. 502 Bombing Squadron at Aldergrove, 
asking for full particulars of the accident.

May I say that 
such a time has arrived, as will be proved 
when the balance-sheet of our Society is 
issued to the members on the annual general 
meeting on the 20th inst.? Until this date 
arrives I am not permitted to quote figures, 
but Í am giving no confidences away when I 
say that good music has been presented 
artistically, and rendered in a manner equal 
to that done in any capital city of the world, 
and this by a Dublin society, to large and ap- 
preciative audiences of ‘Dublin citizens, with 
a net result of a large credit balance in cash. 
Taking the period March 26th, 1927, starting 
with the Beethoven Centenary Concert, right 
up to March $list, 1928—just a year—our 
Society has given nine public concerts and 
one broadcast recital. 
The financial result of these concerts has 
been, first, that over £250 has been given to 
charity. Secondly, a fairly substantial sum 
in the way of profits has accrued to the Civic 
Week Fund from our concert in September 
last.

CORK BOARD’S DISPUTE WITH 


MINISTRY. 


The question of appointing a medical officer 
for the Carrigaline No. 1 Dispensary District 
is still in dispute between the Minister for 
Local Government and Public Health and the 
South Cork County Board of Assistance. In 
a letter 'to the Secretary.of the Board, dated 
April 5th, the Secretary of the Department of 
Local Government states :— 

“The Minister for Local Government and 
Public Health has had before him minutes of 
proceedings of the. South Cork County Board 
of Public Assistance on the 14th ultimo, when 
the Board had under consideration his letter 
of the 12th idem regarding the filling of the 
vacant medical officership of the Carrigaline 
No. 1 Dispensary District, and stating that, 
as none of the existing medical officers in the 
employment of the Board was desirous of 
accepting the office, the vacancy should be 
reported to the Local Appointments Com- 
missioners. In reference to the minute of the 
Board requesting the Minister to sanction the 
appointment of Dr, Nyhan, the Minister 
desires to state that he is unable to meet the 
wishes of the Board in the matter. If it were 
possible for the Board of Public Assistance to 
nominate a particular officer from outside 
their area, a condition of affairs would arise 
that practitioners generally would he denied 
opportunity for preferment on grounds of their 
experience or attainments, 

“ After most careful consideration, the 
Minister had decided, in the general interests, 
that, where an appointment is not proposed 
from existing officers of a local authority, the 
making of the appointment should be placed 
in the hands of the Local Appointments Com- 
missioners, who have suitable machinery for 
assessing the relative merits and qualifications 
of eligible candidates. 

“It, would appear from a published report 
of the proceedings of the Board at their meet- 
ing on the 28th ultimo that a resolution was 
passed that the appointment be advertised. 
In view of the contents of the Minister’s 
letters of the 17th February and 12th ultimo, 
he regrets that this action should have been 
taken, which can lead to no result other than 
confusion and inconvenience to those who 
might be misled into basing applications on 
the advertisement, The Minister trusts that 
the County Board of Public Assistance will 
at their next meeting transmit the necessary 
request to the Local Appointments Com- 
missioners. 

“The Minister, at the same time, desires to 
point out that, although eight days have 
elapsed since the meeting, no record of the 
proceedings has yet been received in the office. 
nor have you reported the action of the 
Board in this matter.”

Harry Doherty (30), married, an ex- 
Service man, who lost both legs in the Great 
War, and Edward Green (27), married, 
who served in the British and Free State 
Armies, were killed in a motoring accident 
on the Derry-Buncrana road, about a mile 
from Derry City, last Thursday evening. 
Doherty, who had been provided by the 
Government with a self-propelling chair, 
was out for one of his daily outings, and, 
as usual, was accompanied by Green, when 
they were run down by a military lorry 
which was driven by Private F. Chalk, 
R.A.8.C., who was conveying rations from 
Derry to Lenan Fort. Lance-Sergeant 
Wright, of the Royal Artillery, also was 
in the lorry. 

RECENTLY MARRIED, 
Doherty was in receipt of the military 
pension of £2 10s. per week, and Green, who 
was married four months ago, had no pension. 
Doherty had served in the Royal Inniskilling 
Fusiliers and the Royal Irish Regiment, and 
Green in the Royal Irish Rifles and the Free 
State Army.” The two men lived in Nelson 
street, Derry. 
A a special Court, which was held in 
Derry yesterday, before Mr. John Pinkerton, 
J.P., Chalk, who had been detained in Vic- 
toria Barrack overnight, was charged with 
the manslaughter of Doberty and Green. 
Constable McConnell, of Pennyburn Police 
Station, said that he arrived at the townland 
of Shantallow, on the Buncrana road, about 
5.40 p.m. last Thursday. The military lorry 
was across the footpath, the front portion 
being embedded in the ditch and the rear por- 
tion standing across the road. 
Answering City Commissioner Conor, wit- 
ness stated that Chalk said, ‘‘I am the driver 
of the car.” He was drunk. Witness brought 
him to the Victoria Barrack. Doctors Crosbie 
and Cunningham examined the accused man. 
At 10.40 p.m. witness considered Chalk sober. 
Witness arrested and charged him.

Sergeant Wright, giving evidence, said 
that they went into McCool’s publichouse in 
Derry. They had two half whiskeys. The 
Guildhall clock was striking four o'clock 
when they left Derry. Chalk was quite sober 
and fit to drive the lorry. About a quarter 
of a mile from the ex-Service men’s houses, 
at Messines Park, witness was looking down 
towards his feet when, all of a sudden, Driver 
Chalk said that he had hit something. He 
applied the brakes immediately. and the car 
seemed to ving round, The cor was going 
between ten and fifteen miles per hour. He 
took no notice of the position of the car. 
The road was perfectly straight, and there 
was nothing to obstruct the view. As to the 
accused man’s sobriety, witness could not say 
anything. 

REMANDED ON BAIL. 
The Commissioner said that, although the 
case against thé accused man was a serious 
one, he had been talking to two officers, and 
they told him that Chalk up to the present 
had borne a very good character. In the cir- 
cumstances the Crown would not object to 
the defendant being granted bail. 
The magistrates remanded the accused man 
for a week in personal bail of £100 and two 
sureties of £50 ea 

INQUEST STORY. 

At the inquest on the bodies of Green and 
Doherty, Dr. Crosbie said that he examined 
Driver Chalk when he was brought to the 
police barracks after the fatality.. He was 
then under the influence af drink,\ and his 
condition was such that he. would be unfit to 
be in charge of a motor lorry half an hour 
earlier. 
Head-Constable Hueston said that’ Chalk 
was examined by two doctors and the mili- 
tafy doctor half an hour after being taken 
into custody. He went to sleep on a bench 
in the police office, and woke at 10.40 p.m. 
He was then sober, and realised his surround- 


ings. 

Rerfleant Wright said that he did not agree 
with the police evidence that Chalk was 
drunk. Chalk might have been overcome by 
the accident. 

APPEARED TO BE DAZED. 
Two civilian witnesses, who arrived on the 
scene immediately after the accident, said 
that they did not consider Chalk drunk. 
He appeared to be dazed. 
Chalk intimated that he did not desire to 
give evidence. 
James A. Harkin said that he saw Chalk 
and Sergeant Wright before leaving Derry. 
Both were under the influence of drink. He 
considered Chalk incapable of driving the 
lorry, and, as he had a presentiment of the 
impending tragedy, he nodded to a constable 
to look at the driver’s condition, but the 
constable did not appear to understand his 
signal. 

There was an identification parade of six 
soldiers in the jury room, and witness identi- 
fied Chalk. 

THE VERDICT. 

The jury found that the deceased men were 
killed by a Crossley lorry driven by Chalk. 
They recommended the Government to com- 
pensate the relatives of the deceased men, 
and ;:lso that military lorries should not be 
driven at an excessive ) . 

The Coroner (Mr. Tracy) said that there 
were too many road hogs, and, unfortunately, 
the magistrates were too lenient when reck- 
less drivers were prosecuted.

Pedigree Stock. 


The necessity for importing the finest 
pedigree stock in order to keep up the 
standard of animals best fitted for meat 
and dairy produce has long been recog- 
nised in the Dominions, and British pedt- 
gree cattle and sheep are held in the 
highest esteem. Unfortunately, however, 
for British breeders, several of the Domi- 
nions have refused to admit animals sent 
from England for fear of introducing the 
foot-and-mouth disease, which has been so 
prevalent of late years. Some time ago it 
was found that South Africa, while refus- 
ing our animals, were importing pedigree 
beasts from Holland, the i AA 
being that that country had guarantine 
stations, and that animals which had been 
under observation there and fulfilled the.

CAPTAIN DEWAR’S 
CAREER. 


VALUABLE SERVICES IN 
WAR AND ¥FLACE. 


Captain A. G. B. Dewar, who was 
appointed to the Royal Oak in 1927, has 
had a brilliant naval career. He’ was a 


came a sub-lieutenant six years later, 
obtaining five first-class certificates. ine his 
examination. He was promoted to heu- 
tenant in 1900. In 1911 he was promoted 
commander from H.M.S. Dreadnought, 
and in the same year was appointed to 
the staff of the Royal Navy War College. 
The gold medal of the Royal United 
Service Institution was awarded him for 
the prize essay in 1912. 

On the outbreak of war he was com- 
mander ot H.M.S. Prince of Wales, and 
in 1915-16 he was commander of the 
Gunnery School at Devonport. 

Later he was in command of the 
Monitors, Marshal Ney and Roberts. As 
assistant director of plans, be was made 
acting-captain in 1918. For his valuable 
services at the Peace Conference he was 
made a Commander of the Order of the 
British Empire, being gazetted in 1919.

CAPTAIN DEWAR’S HOPE. 
From Revter’: CORRESPONDENT. 
GIBRALTAR, Friday. 

With the Royal Oak courts-martial con- 
cluded, this morning found the Mediter- 
ranean Fleet vanished. Only the dépét 
ship Cormorant remains in the harbour, 
and H.M.A.S. Melbourne (Rear-Admiral 
Hyde), which has arrived on her way to 
Portsmouth. 

In an interview with newspaper repre- 
sentatives this morning, Captain Dewar 
said: ‘‘ The only thing I have to say 1s 
that I deeply regret the scandal which 
has beén brought on the Royal Navy, and 
I hope that the whole thing will be for- 
gotten as soon as possible.”’ 

The immediate effect of the sentences 
passed on Captain Dewar and Commander 
Daniel is that they are both placed on 
hali-pay. 


ADMIRAL ON FULL PAY.

FREE STATE ‘BUILDING 
i .GONFERENCE,

agreement is reached by the con- 
ference of masters and men in the building 
‘trades, the first ing of which was 
held at. Government Buildings last Thurs- 
day, a substantial reduction in the cost 
of building houses must result in the Irish 
Free State. 

The conference was set up as a result 

of the recommendation of the Unemploy- 
ment Committee in favour of a continuous 
housing programme. The recommendation 
was as follows :— 
, “We. suggest that, in order to enable 
the Government to judge of the feasibility 
of undertaking such a continuous pro- 
gramme of house-building over a fixed 
number of years, an immediate conference 
to be presided over by a neutral Chairman 
should be called together between the 
master builders and the representatives of 
the different: sections of the builders 
operatives to consider and report on the 
best, means of reducing building costs and 
substantially increasing units of output. 
In the course of our inquiry we suggested 
the holding of such a conference to the 
representatives of the employers and of 
the operatives, and we were assured» by 
both sides of their cordial acceptance of 
the proposal.” 


40,000 NEW HOUSES IN VIEW. 


The conference has -as its ideal the 
building of 40,000 houses in the Free 
State, 15,000 of which are tu be erected 
in Dublin. Mr. Vincent Rice, K.C., T.D., 
who was Chairman of the Unemployment 
Committee, is also the Chairman of the 
conference, and at Thursday’s meeting, 
which was-of an informal character, eight 
representatives of the Master Builders’ 
Association and twenty representatives of 
the building trades unions were present. 

Mr. Cosgrave, President of the Execu- 
tive Council, attended, and spoke of the 
necessity of a continuous housing pro- 
gramme. He pointed out that, owing to 
the very high cost of building, the Govern- 
ment and the country were unable to 
finance a huge housing scheme such as 
was necessary to meet the needs of the 
people. He looked to the members of the 
conference—master builders and building 
trades. union representatives—to hammer 
out a vlan for a substantial reduction in 
the cost of building, so that the Govern- 
ment and the country could undertake 
housing on a big scale. 

The next meeting of the conference will 
be held on April 23rd.

TEN FRENCH MACHINES 
BEING PREPARED. 


From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Friday. 

Ten serious French projects for flights from 
Paris to the United States are under con- 
sideration here at present. At least ten more 
are in preparation in other European countries. 
It is not unlikely that women will accompany 
several of the expeditions. A young woman, 
whose name is withheld, is seeking a pilot in 
Paris to take her across in a machine she has 
recently purchased. She will pay a large sum 
to an acceptable man. 

In order to give themselves a _ greater 
margin of safety, some of the pilots have 
decided to take the southern course. Instead 
of a crossing of between 6,000 and 7,000 
kilometres (3,750 to 4,375 miles) plans are 
being made for a possible maximum of 9,000 
kilometres (5,625 miles). This will provide 
for strong winds which may throw the 
*planes off their course. 

Of the ten French expeditions five or six 
will be made with entirely new machines, 
while the remainder will be reconstructed 
machines. All are being prepared with trans- 
Ocean problems in mind. 

. Notiable among them is the tri-motor mono- 

plane of Rene Couzinet, a twenty-four years 
old engineer. ‘The belief is held in French 
aeronautic circles that the chances are far 
greater this year than last. 


THE FRENCH MACHINES. 


The French plans may be summarised as 
toilows :— 

Two flights are officially sponsored by the 
French Navy—one iv a Datham two-engined 
machine, piloted by Captain Gullbaud and 
the other led by Lieutenant Paris: Both 
machines are hydroplanes. The plans provide 
for stops at Azores and Bermuda. 

Machines are being built at the Baeguet 
factories. The first, which will have a His- 
pano. Suiza motor, will be piloted by Costes 
and Lebrix, if the two world-touring French- 
men get back to Paris in time. e other, 
which will have a Loraine engine, will have 
Challe as pilet. He plans to precede the 
Atlantic attempt by distance “ record ” to 
Eastern Europe. ; |

It was officially announced. last night 
that Commandant James Fitzmaurice, the 
O.C. of the Irish Free State Army Air 
Corps, is to accompany Captain Kohl and 
Baron von Hiinefeld, on the German 
Junkers monoplane, the Bremen, on the 
projected trans-Atlantic flight from Bal- 
donnel Aerodrome, County Dublin, to New 
York. 

It is probable that a start will be made 
within forty-eight hours, but it was stated 
late last night that there was little likeli- 
hood of the Bremen leaving this morning. 

The weather conditions at the moment 
are fairly favourable and are steadily im- 
proving. The special runway at the aero- 
drome was finished iast night, and the 
course has been flagged and marked out 
by old motor tyres placed along at intervals 
of about ten yards. 

Yesterday afternoon Baron von Hiine- 
feld had virtually decided to make a 
sudden “ jump-off’’ at five o'clock, but 
the order to get the machine out of her 
‘hangar was countermanded later. 


A FIVE-TON LOAD. 


The Bremen is fully loaded with petrol 
and oil, and the wings and body are 
propped up to relieve the strain. The all- 
metal aeroplane in carrying about two and 
a. half tons of petrol and oil, and will 
weigh, when fully loaded with pilots and 
gear, approximately five tons. She is 
driven by. a special Junkers 280 horse- 
power six-cylinder engine. ) 

Fverything is now ready for an imme- 
diate start, and the monoplane can be got 
in condition for her flight inside two 
hours. : 

The wings have been treated with 
paraffin oil to prevent ice forming. All 
the controls, etc , have been greased, and 
a special under-carriage has been fitted to 
the tail. 

Commandant Fitzmaurice, who will go 
as second pilot. t.as obtained the official 
sanction of the Free State Government to 
participate in the flight, and has been 
cranted leave of absence hy the Army 
authorities. He will fly in full uniform. 


IRELAND'S PART. 


In a semi-official statment made to an 
Irish Times . representative last evening 
it was stated that— 

The Germans were anxious that their pro- 
osed flight should be a German-Irish project. 

he Irish Free State has a particular interest 

in having an Irishman—and an Irish Air 
Force officer—participate in the trans- 
Atlantic flight. The airmen are confident of 
success. 

It is now realised that this country will 
be the centre of trans-Atlantic aviation in 
the future. 

A determined attempt had been made to 
inaugurated an all-Irish attempt to fly the 
Atlantic from East to West, but circum- 
stances prevented it. Now that the oppor- 
tunity has come for an Irishman to partici- 
pate in such a flight, it has been utilised. 

The Irish Times understands that the 
decision to take Commandart Fitzmaurice 
on the Bremen as second pilot was arrived 
at at the beginning of last week, and that 
he was to have gone on the flight if it had 
started on last Thursday week. 

Ali-day yesterday crowds thronged the 
road outside the main gate to the aero- 
drome in the hope of seeing the monoplane, 
and numbers were allowed to enter under 
escort of soldier guides. 


THE COMMANDANT’S CAREER. 


Commandant James Fitzmaurice is a 
skilled and capable pilot of over twelve 
years’ experience He has handled many 
different types of machines, both heavy and 
jight. 

This will be Commandant Fitzmaurice’s 
second attempt to fly the Atlantic. He 
took part in the attempt last September 
with Captain R. H- McIntosh in the 
Princess Xenia, but was compelled to 
return by bad weather and make a forced 
landing at Ballybunion, County Kerry, 
after being out over the Atlantic for over 
five hours. 

Commandant Fitzmaurice, who had 
mastered the many instruments and con- 
trols of the Bremen, flew the machine for 
nearly an hour during the tria! flight on 
Tuescay. 

He is only 29 years of age, and was 
born in Dublin. At the outbreak of the 
war in 1914 he joined the Cadet Company 
of the 7th Leinsters, but was sent home 
because he was under age. He made 
another attempt three months later, and 
joined the 7th Lancers, and went to France 
with this regiment early in 1915. 


TWICE WOUNDED. 


He was wounded in May, 1916, and was 
transferred to the infantry in July. He 
went through the Somme and Arras with 
the 7th Queen’s Royal West Surreys, and 
later obtained a commission in the 8th 
Trish (King’s) Liverpoo] Regiment. He 
was wounded again, and secured a transfer 
+o the Royal Air Force in the beginning of 
1917. He served in the R.A.F. until 1919 
in the Army of Occupation. 

During this period of his service in the 
R.A.F. section of the Army of Occupation, 
in May, 1919, he was selected to under- 
take the first night mail flight ever 
accomplished from Folkestone to Boulogne. 

Subsequently he was picked as pilot for 
the projected 1919 Cairo to Cape flight, 
which fell through At the end of 1919 
he left the R.A.F., but rejoined in 1920. 

In 1921, however, he again resigned his 
commission, and early in 1922 he joined 
the Free State Army Air Corps and was 
placed in command oi Fermoy Aerodrome 
during the trouble. He was transferred to 
Baldonnel in 1924 as chief instructional 
officer and second in command. In October. 
1926, he was .promoted Acting O.C. in 
place of Colonel Charles Russell. In 
September last year, shortly before his 
flight with Captain R H. McIntosh in 
the Princess Xenia, he was gazetted a 
commandant e 

He is married and has one child.

SOUTHAMPTON, Friday. 

Mr, Henry Ford talked to me to-day 
on the White Star liner Majestic of the 
world, as seen through his eyes, and 
in particular of Great Britain, which he 
is visiting for the first time im sixteen 
years. e is to stay in England for 
three weeks, and I understand that he 
has come to investigate the commercial 

rospects of the properties which his firm 

as bought at Dagenham, Essex, and also 

the prospects of starting a new plant near 
Southampton. 
“IT am looking forward to my visit to 
England," he said, “though I have always 
considered it unnecessary to visit the 
country. I have visits from at least a 
hundred Englishmen every week in the 
States, and in this way I have always 
been able to keep in touch with your 
country. In the last five years I have 
noticed that a different generation of 
Britons is appearing. ‘They are just as 
law-abiding as the old, but they are more 
progressive. They are different because 
they are more enterprising. They are 
brighter, and, instead of presenting their 
goods with the attitude of “take it or leave 
it,’ they now find a hundred reasons for 
your taking them. Of course, that is the 
right spirit in business. 

“Great Britain and the whole of Europe 
must realise that the sure way to recover 
lost. prosperity is to divide the profits 
more, by paying higher wages, and by 
using more machinery. It is a fallacy to 
think that machinery means unemploy- 
ment. Unemployment is absorbed by 
making the machinery, and the higher 
wages give the people a better spending 
capacity, and that creates a better 
market.” 


KEEPING YOUNG. 


Mr. Ford then told how he managed to 
control his vast business and undertak- 
ings and yet remain as young as ever. 
“I keep dancing,” he said. ‘I love 
dancing, but only the old-fashioned 
English dances. I think they keep you 
young, and one of my first objects when 
[ reach England will be to investigate all 
your wonderful old dances. They interest 
me no end. 

_““T never lay out anything for the day. 
Nothing is arranged when I rise in the 
morning. My day is cart: blanche. If 
you keep your mind open, and do what 
you feel like doing, you are bound to get 
along well. That is why nothing has 
been arranged for my visit to England. 
I shall be staying about three weeks, but 
I do not know where I shall go. I do 
not expect I shall go further north than 
Manchester, however, though I should 
like to visit the industrial centre on the 
Clyde. 

“ My one great interest in life is the 
study of people. That is one of the main 
reasons for my coming to England. — I 
want to study the English in their own 
homes. 
lieve me, but I am never idle. The only 
thing that will always cause a crash in 
business is volantary idleness. If you 
get too fond of pleasure you are bound to 
crash, sooner or later.” 


HOW TO MAKE MONEY. 


I asked Mr. Ford the best way to make 
money. “ Why, by service, of course,’’ he 
replied. ‘‘ Service to other men. Service 
is fair play, and this is the secret of mak- 
ing money. There is always something to 
do for those who are looking for it, and 
they always get paid for it. The trouble 
is so many people want to be paid first.” 

Mr. Ford then showed me a steel and 
gold penknife, studded with mother of 
pearl, with the initials ‘‘C.D.’’ worked 
on it. “ My wife give me this four years 
ago,” he said, “ and the initials belong to 
Charles Dickens, of course. It was given 
to him by one of his publishers. .1I have 
always considered it as the greatest senti- 
mental bond I ‘have with England.”’ 


“ JOHN ROBINSON.” 


There is a story of Mr. Ford's coming 
on board this floating palace. Last Satur- 
day, when thousands of people were wait- 
ing to féte him at New York on his de- 
parture, he guietly came on board írom a 
lower floor of the docks, entered through 
the baggage gangway, and shut himself 
up in his room. For two days the pas- 
sengers were unaware that he was aboard. 
His name appeared on the passenger list 
as plain ‘‘ John Robinson.” On Monday 
evening, when a gala was given, “ John 
Robinson ” stood on a dais in the lounge 
where dancing was taking place, and said: 
“ Now listen, you folk. I will show you 
how to amuse yourselves, and it will be 
by way of the best British manufacture 
of 170 years ago.” He then handed some 
old English dance music to the orchestra, 
and gave an exhibition of the dancing of 
which he has made a special study. He 
danced a waltz with his wife, and after- 
wards initiated the passengers into the 
polka, quadrilles, Sir Roger de Coverly, 
mazurka and the Virginia reel. For the 
rest of the voyage the passengers would 
have nothing but this kind of dancing.

“A COMPLEX OF JARRING 
PERSONALITIES.”

The Times in a leading article on the 
Royal Oak says :—Predominant over every 
opinion: about the week's proceedings in. 
court-martial at Gibraltar, and about the 
incidents in which they originated, will 
be the sense of relief and thankfulness 
that they dre ended. The interests of the 
Service is a phrase that has been much 
on the lips of those who have appeared 
before the naval tribunals in these last 
days. Everyone will share Captain 
Dewar’s regret at the unintentional con- 
sequences which have followed his action, 
The Navy is the principal, if not the only, 
victim, and has the first, if not the only, 
claim upon public sympathy. True, it is 
not materially affected. Its system has 
stood the test of investigation. Nothing 
in this particular case can furnish a 
griévance against it. Nothing in the 
evidence given at Gibraltar, or in the 
Court’s conclusions upon it, suggests that 
naval discipline fails to hold an even 
balance between the abuse of authority 
and the right of junior officers and ratings 
to question it. If such complaints there 
are, there is nothing relevant to them in 
these proceedings. 

The right to free ventilation and 
redress of just grievances must be the 
backbone of naval, as of all intelligent, 
discipline. But neither the right nor its 
denial is. capable of illustration by a case 
that is primarily sentimental, a complex 
of jarring personalities. If there is any- 
thing to be criticised, it is the unlucky 
appointment that brought them together, 
though Captain Dewar’s appointment was 
made ‘after the usual consultation of the 
Rear-Admiral’s preference and the pos- 
sibly extreme adherence to formality, 
which has made some ignominious and un- 
usual events on board one ship in the 
Mediterranean Fleet a topic for the 
world’s discussion. Was it inevitable that 


a court-martial should adjudicate upon } 


incidents that really required nothin 
more than tact for their prevention an 
masterful common-sense for their cure? 
The Navy has suffered nothing material ; 
but everyone who knows the corporate 
Spirit of the Service and the jealousy with 
which its good name is guarded will also 
know what it has had to endure in ‘the 
indignities which a malign chain gf occur- 
rences has brougl t- upon it through no 
ascertainable fault of its own. 


BIG OIL FIRES IN 
HAVANA. 


PRECAUTIONS TO PROTECT 
SHIPPING.

HAVANA, Thursday. 

Tanks belonging to the Standard Oil 
Company caught fire here to-night, and 
several hundred thousand gallons of oil 
are in danger of being destroyed. At a 
Jate hour the flames were still raging un- 
checked 

Friday. 

Hardly had the Fire Department got 
the first conflagration under control than 
another: tyra, broke out in one of the large 
crude oil tanks of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany, whose plant here is valued at three 
millions . sterling. The entire Havana 
Fire Brigade and the whole police force, 
assisted by a detachment of 150 American 
bluejackets, landed from ships in the 
harbour, are at present engaged in fighting 
the flames in an effort to prevent the blaze 
from spreading to the main petrol tanks, 
which might precipitate a disaster of the 
first magnitude. The waters of the 
harbour are covered with oil following the 
fire last night, and special precautions 
have been taken by the United States 
naval authorities to protect shipping.

The atithorities at Vilna have been 
ordered to make a thorough investigation 
into the matter.

COMING SEPARATION IN 
TURKEY. 
From RevtTer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
CONS” ANTINOPLE, Friday. 

The separation of religion from. the 
State will soon become a reality in Turkey. 
The People’s Party has unanimously 
approved the motion put forward by Ismet 
Pasha, the Prime Minister, and supported 
Ly 120 deputies, foreshadowing the sup- 
pression of all of the clause of the statute 
on religion. Thus, the voting on the pro- 
posal by the National Assembly will be a 
matter of form. 

The result of the modifications in the 
future will be as follows:—(1) Islam will 
be no longer the State religicn of Turkey ; 
(2) deputies and the President of the 
Republic will no longer take the customary 
oath in the name of God, but on their 
honour; (3) the National Assembly will 
not be charged in future with the applica- 
tion of the Cheriatt Law.

SHOCKING DISCOVERY IN ' 
DANISH VILLAGE.

COPENHAGEN, Thursday. 

The discovery at 5 o'clock this morning of 
a fire at the house of A. M. Votkevitch, a 
Russian refugee; who had been living for 
some time in a small village, revealed a 
terrible family tragedy. - - 

When the flames were extinguished a search 
of the house was made, and the man’s wife 
son, daughter and mother-in-law were found 
brutally murdered, in their beds, with an 
axe. 

Votkevitch himself was. hanging from a 
rafter in an upper room. 

It is reported that he ‘had recently had 
pecuniary worries. The fire had been 
deliberately caused, bundles of straw soaked 
in paraffin being found littered on the ground

GIBRALTAR, Friday. 
Miss Mercedes Gleitze,; the London 
typist swimmer, telephoning this morning 
from Tarifa, claims to have swum 
Straits of Gibraltar yesterday—her. sixth 
attempt. She is leaving by train this 
afternoon. on her return to England. 
Armed with a jagged fragment. of rock 
from Morocco and a handful of Moroccan 
sand, Miss Mercedes G-eitze returned to 
Tarifa last nignt by boat from Morééco. 
She was greeted with the strains of 
“ God Save the King ” from a band and 
by cheering crowds. She said that she 
started the swim at 7.50 yesterday morn-. 
ing, and battled with the currents. Af. 
one time she almost gave up, but in the 
afternoon the ‘sea improved, and she 
reached Punta Leona after 12 hours 50 
minutes’ swim. 


SIXTY EVE-WITNESSES.

Miss Gleitze had made several previous 
attempts to swim the Straits,, and, on one 
occasion, when she just failed to reach the 
shores of Africa, she was so distressed that 
she said: “‘I do not think of making another 
attempt.” 

The perilous stretch of water known as the 
Straits of Gibraltar, -however, exercised a 
peculiar fascination over her, and the gallant, 
swimmer: continued her effort. The most’ 
exciting of her many experiences was in 
January, when she made her third attempt. 
On that occasion she went into the water at 
Cape Spartel, just after midnight, and for five 
hours she swam vigorously; then, quite 
ee she had to be hauled into a rowing 
oat. 

“I was caught in a whirlpoel,’’ Miss Gleitze 
told an interviewer, “the suction of the 
water took me right down, In desperation I 
made a grab as I was sinking, and mahaged 
to get hold of the side of the boat, but for 
this I think I should have been sucked down 
and drowned.”’ . 


THE CHANNEL SWIM, 


It was on December 16th that Miss Gleitze 
made her first attempt to swim the Straits. 
She was obliged to abandon it at an early 
stage on account of the rough sea and high 
wind. In April she made her fifth abortive 
effort. 

Miss (Gileitze’s name came prominently 
before the public by reason

give up, however, when within sight of 
Dover. But for the cold and change of wind 
she would have succeeded. “She entered the 
water at Cape Gris Nez at 4,20 a.m., and, 
despite the particularly trying circumstances, 
swam until 2.50 in the afternoon. Then, a 
few miles from Dover, she was forced to 
abandon the effort. 


REMOVAL OF RUBBER 
RESTRICTIONS. 


AMERICAN VIEW AS TO THE 
PROBABLE EFFECT. 


From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 


NEW YORE, Friday. 

Discussing Mr. Baldwin’s anriouncement 
that .existing rubber restrictions. will be 
abolished on November Ist. next, Mr. 
Henderson, President+of the New York 
Rubber Exchange, said. that he thought 
the Prime Minister's action was not only 
in the best interests of the British 
Empire, but also would ultimately prove 
of benefit to the world at large. 

Mr. Henderson thought it was possible 
that the rubber situation might continue 
unsettled for some time, but considered 
that it would improve towards the end of 
the year. | 

It appeared that there was little 
prospect of a decrease in the prices of 
tyres until stocks of raw material bought 
at the higher prices and now in the hands 
of the manufacturers were used up. If, 
however, the prices of crude rubber con- 
tinue to hold around the present levels it 
was not improbable that there would be 
a downward revision of tyre prices about 
mid-summer. 

With prices at attractive levels manu- 
facturers would have every inducement to 
seek new uses for rubber, and there wes 
every likelihood wnat their efforts would 
be successful.

EUROPEANS ACCEPT A 
CHALLENGE, 


From Revrer’s CornrsPonDENT. 
PIETERMARITZBURG, Friday. 
The weird spectacle of Europeans walk- 
ing through fire to the accompaniment of 
the imppressive ceremony and characteristic 
Hindw rite attracted. a crowd of-four 
thousand people here to-day. ‘The event 
-was the outcome of a challenge by ‘the 
leaders of the Hindu community in Natal, 
following a great deal of agitation among 
the public about the celebrated fire- 

walking ceremony. 

Two Europeans, Messrs. Comins and 
Hantzakos,..of Johannesburg, accepted 
the challenge to walk through the fire 
as a demonstration of faith. All the 
seating accommodation round the arena 
was. occupied, and trees and roofs in the 
vicinity were laden with eager spectators. 

The ceremony started with the kindling 
of ten tons of wood, to form a fire bed. 
Over this two Indians walked and came 
out unscathéd. They were followed’ by 
the two Europeans. 1
